Animal Should Not Be Allowed to Run , 
With Sows—Sure W ay of Reduc­ 
ing Number in Litter.

The boar should serve a sow but 
once, and two sows a day should be 
the limit for a mature boar, and then 
he should have a day’s rest after every 
second or thira day. 
Ile should be

are dead, weak cr puny at birth. Prob­ 
ably the greatest cause of pigs born 
dead or born so weak that they soon 
die, is allowing the boar to run with 
the sows.

Feed in racks 
m d troughs; what straw is not eaten 
should be used for 
bedding. 
The 
manure should not accumulate as it 
will produce foot rot and other ail­ 
ments. 
A small quantity of flaxseed- 
meal may he added to the grain ra­ 
tion. 
Second-crop 
clover, 
bright 
corn fodder, wheat and oat straw may 
be fed to advantage. 
Ensilage is growing in favor as a 
sheep food. 
The Wool Markets and 
Sheep Reporter says: 
“As sheep be* 
ome extremely fond of ensilage, it is 
necessary to feed small quantities of 
it at the start, that they do not over­ 
eat. 
Within a few weeks, however, 
they may safely be given all they will 
^at at each meal. 
Ensilage is found 
o successfully take the place of roots, 
hough care should be taken that it is 
properly prepared. 
It is even better 
in winter time than green corn is in 
summer, because the animals will eat 
stalks and leaves up clean, and the 
•ustornery waste in stalks is saved.”

E F F E C T IV E FEN C E FOR HOGS 


Solid Corner Secured by Filling in 
Around Post With Concrete— 
Anim als Cannot Get Out. 


(By ROY M. PRICE.) 
To build a good hog fence first get 
a solid corner. 
I dig holes for the 
corner posts three and a half feet 
deep and eighteen inches across. 
I 
fill up around the post with concrete, 
five parts sand to one part cement, to 
three inches above ground so that wa­ 
ter will drain off. 
A good height for 
the fence is the 30-inch with mesh at 
the bottom that makes them pig-tight. 
If a pig is kept in while he is grow­ 
ing he will not give any trouble when 
grown, provided there is enough to 
eat. 


Boiled Potatoes for Pigs. 
If potatoes are not w'orth more 
than thirty-five cents a bushel in your 
Part of the. country, boil them and 
feed them to the pigs.

TREATING SHEEP FOR WORMS 


■'csts May Be Combatted by Pasture 
Rotation, Combined With Drugs 
Injurious to Insects. 


The stomach worm is the worst 
Test affecting sheep. Lambs are more 
•uiseeptibie than older sheep, prob­ 
ably’ because tho older sheep are ac­ 
customed to the presence of the worm. 
In the spring, soon after lambing, the 
old sheep should each receive a dose 
of one or two ounces of gasoline, fol­ 
lowed by a small dose of epsom salts. 
After a da.v or two they should be 
placed in a worm-free pasture, if pos­ 
sible. 
In July treat the whole herd, includ 
ing the lambs, with gasoline, and turn 
them into new pasture, and repeat the 
process iii November. 
Pasture rota 
lion, combined with drugs that are in 
jurious to the worm, is a practical 
method of successfully combating this 
worm.

was in my eleventh 
year at that time, but I can distinctly 
remember a great many things that 
happened that winter.

There wasn’t one 
farm er 
in fifty 
who had a two-horse wagon. 
They 
w'orked from one to five yoke of oxen 
and only kept horses to lay off and 
plant and plow’ corn, or hitch to a 
sled to haul sugar w ater to the camp. 
My father bad ten acres fenced off 
and everything cut out but the sugar 
trees. 
We 
would put a home-made 
barrel on the sled and go around and 
haul the w ater up, and make all of 
our sugar and molasses, and have a 
good time making candy out of the 
skimmings. That was what we called 
home-grown eating, and it was that 
way all through the country. 
The 
farmers helped each other when they 
needed it, and didn’t charge anything 
for it. 
Well, I didn’t finish about the oxen. 
We would plow corn with them, put 
harness on them and ride them like 
you 
would 
horses—ride 
them 
to 
church or hitch them 
to 
a 
w’agon 
load and go to camp meetings. 
Mr. Editor, I hope you will excuse 
me, as I have gotten entirely off my 
subject. I commenced about the win­ 
ter weather, but got 
off 
on some­ 
thing else. Of course, there w’ere not 
is many horses and cattle es there 
are now*, and, of coarse, w’e didn’t 
need so many. 
There 
were not so 
many people as there are now, and 
we had no rail roads or automobiles, 
telephones or aeroplanes. We had to 
take it afoot or ride an oxen or make 
a sled out of a crooked 
sapling, and 
we would ride 
it down the hill and 
then pull it around 
the 
hill, some­ 
times a quarter off 
a 
mile cr more. 
We had no wagoi is, buggies or cars 
to hitch onto to p’lll us back.

It will determine 
whether this nation is capable of invoking its constituent powers to consider 
an evil which at least half the population believes to mean the nation's ruin 
and to make what Constitutional changes they may deem proper for it* 
extermination. It will determine whether the moral forces of the nation axe 
the dominant ones. 
It will determine whether this is a Christian nation. 
We need not deceive ourselves. The issue is plain. A Christian nation can­ 
not tolerate the liquor traffic. 
“Not only will he who votes against the submission of this amendment 
keep the people of the states, acting through legislatures, or convention*, 
from exercising their fundamental prerogative of deciding what is national 
and what local, but he will also deny the right of petition to millions of his 
fellow citizens.

Greece Is More Likely to Be Starved 
Into War Than Germany Is to Be 
Starevd Out, Says a Promi­ 
nent Official. 
The BUNDHAR

Athens, 
March 
20.—“Greece 
is 


much more likely to be starved into 


war than Germany is to be starved 


out of it,” says a prominent official 


of the present Greek go\ eminent to 
the Associated 
Press correspondent. 
The expression is scarcely accurate, 
for while the prices of the ordinary 
commodities of life, 
and 
especially 
food stuffs, have in many instances 
doubled and in virtually all instances 
greatly increased in the past year, the 
fault is largely with Greece. 
If there 
be serious discomfort in the country 
it is quite as much due to bad internal 
management as to the mastery of the 
Mediterranean 
maintained 
by 
the 
Franco-British fleet. 
The “starving” 
process, therefore, is much more apt 
to lead to trouble for 
the 
present 
Greek cabinet than, unaccompanied by 
any other circumstance, to Greece’s 
enforced participation in the war. 
For the common people of Greece 
the situation is rapidly growing des 
perate. 
The streets of 
Athens 
arc 
alive with beggars. 
The 
island 
of 
Samos is in a state of sporadic revolt 
I’ireus and Patras have had disquiet 
ing demonstrations of popular discon 
tent under the increased cost of liv 
ing. 
While a million and a quarte! 
pounds of potatoes rot on the grounc 
in Thessaly for lack of transport, tin 
price of potatoes in Athens has riser 
from 24 cents to 48 cents a pound ii 
the last year. Yet the second attempt 
to fix maximum prices of foodstuffs 
which went into effect at the end ol 
January and which is supposed to bf 
rigorously enforced by the police, set 
the wholesale price 
of 
potatoes 
at 
3 1-5 cents a pound, maximum, and 
the retail price at 4 cents a pound 
Potatoes today, therefore, cost twelve 
times the legal price and double the 
market price of a year 
ago, 
thougl 
there is no lack of potatoes within ? 
day’s sail of Ai hens. 
It is much the same with almost 
every other article of food normally 
within the reach of people of tinnier 
ate means. 
No cargoes of rice havf 
been held up by the police boats ot 
the allied powers—yet rice, which in 
January, 1915, was 4.9 cents a pound, 
today brings 10.2 cents. 
Mutton, tin 
principal meat consumed in Greeoe, 
was IO cents a pound a year ago; now 
it fetches 19 cents—and Greece sup 
plies her ow'n mutton and to spare 
Beef was 9.6 cents; now it is 21 centi- 
a pound. 
Pork was 12.3 cents; now 
it is 19 cents; chickens were 58 cents; 
now' they bring 72 
cents—and 
the 
beef, pork and chickens consumed in 
Greece are raised in Greece. 
Fresh 
fish, in a country where fishing is 
one 
of 
the 
leading 
occupations, 
brought 13^2 to 15 cents a year ago— 
and now run from 75 cents to $1.08. 
Onions for the peasant’s soup cost 
1.3 cents per pound in January, 1915; 
today the peasant must pay 4.8 cents 
per pound—or eat his soup unflavored. 
Bread, when it can be had 
at 
all, 
w hich is by no means always and even 
then only after hours of waiting in 
line before the bakeries, is 4.8 cents a 
pound, against 3.4 cents a pound a 
year ago. 
In some instances, this anomolous 
situation is due to the control exer 
cised by the allied fleet over the com­ 
merce of the Mediterranean. 
Notably

Frederick Norton Finney. 


Frederick Norton Finney, a pioneer 
American railway builder and finan­ 
cier, died in San Francisco Saturday 
night, March 18, after a lingering ill­ 
ness, aged 85 years. 
Mr. Finney was one of the most 
prominent railroad men in the United 
States and was actively engaged in 
business affairs up to November, 1907, 
when he retired to private life. 
He 
was born in Boston, Mass., March 7, 
1831, and was the son of Rev. Charles 
Grandison Finney, an early day relig­ 
ious revivalist of great prominence, 
who founded Oberlin college in Ober­ 
lin, Ohio. 
Frederick N. Finney was educated 
at Oberlin college and became a law­ 
yer, practicing his profession for some 
years in Wisconsin . Later he took 
up the study of civil engineering and

Finney

with his family to Europe and remain­ 
ing there at times for many months, 
closely studying the various countries 
in which he sojourned. 
He was the 
author of many books of travel which 
he published for private distribution, 
permitting 
them 
to 
circulate 
only 
among his intimate friends. 
Among 
these were “Three Months in Italy,” 
“A Souvenir of the Nile,” “In Memor- 
iam” and “Letters From Across the 
Sea.” 
He was a large contributor to char­ 
itable 
and 
philanthropic movements 
and presented Oberlin college with a 
memorial 
chapel 
costing 
$160,000, 
which was dedicated to the memory 
of his father, founder and first presi­ 
dent of that institution. 
He leaves four children, tw'o sons 
and two daughters—Norton J. Finney,

bitrational or conciliatory methods. 
The other three proposals provide 
that the United States and the other- 
great powers establish 
an 
interna­ 
tional court, and a council of concilia­ 
tion, to which all questions in dispute 
shall be submitted before any nation 
shall declare war, or begin hostilities, 
the joint military and economic power 
to be used forthwith against any one 
nation refusing to keep 
its 
treaty 
agreement. 
The 
league's 
proposals, 
however, do not provide for the en­ 
forcement of the decree, but leave the 
right in any nation to finally declare 
wTar, if it feels that justice has not 
been given by the court of arbitrators. 
The league’s plan, in short, offers the 
opportunity of settling

without resorting to arms, on the the­ 
ory that in most cases the nations 
would accept the court’s or the coun­ 
cil’s judgment.

St. Louis, Mo., March 20.—St. Louis, 


which has been characterized by the 


department of commerce as the “larg­ 


est primary market for furs in the 


world,” has been a fur cen tersin ce 
its inception. 
In fact, it was the fur trade that 
was responsible for the founding of 
the city in 1764, when Pierre Laclede, 
a member of a fur trading firm in 
New Orleans, obtained from the gov­ 
ernor of the French colony of Louis­ 
iana, of which the present state of 
Missouri was then a part, the exclu­ 
sive privilege of trading with the In­ 
dians in the whole of the province. 
Laclede established St. Louis as a fur 
trading post and trappers and hunters 
went out from here into the nearby 
wilderness. 
By I KIO the 
post 
was 
famed in the markets of New Orleans 
and Montreal. 
In 1808 the Missouri Fur company 
was organized, and this firm extended 
its operations as far south as the Ar­ 
kansas river, north to the territory oc­ 
cupied by the Northwest company of 
Montreal and by the Hudson Bay com­ 
pany, and into the territory along the 
headquarters of the Missouri river. 
The Missouri Fur 
company 
united 
with John Jacob Astor in the forma­ 
tion of the American Fur company, 
and this company, conducted by Pierre 
Chouteau, Jr., of St. Louis, traded over 
the entire west until 1860. 
After 
that 
date 
various 
traders 
dealt in furs here .and continued to 
bring thousands of pelts to this city 
every year. 
In 1877 more than 12,000 
bundles of pelts and furs 
were 
re­ 
ceived here. 
The business grew and 
in 1907 the furs received here were 
valued at $1,000,000. 
, 
Though St. Louis as a fur market 
long has been known 
to 
the 
trade 
public attention to the city as the fur 
center of America was called by ihe 
order of the federal government in 
1913 to sell the government cai ch of 
Alaska blue and white fox skins at 
auction in St. Louis. 
Theretofore the 
government 
furs 
has been sent to 
London. 
The sale took place December 16, 
1913, and the prices for skins were IO 
to 15 per cent higher than those re­ 
ceived in London the previous year. 
There was no government sale in 1914 
because the European war had caused 
a decline in prices. 
The war so ham­ 
pered the London market that traders 
all over the world looked to St. Louis 
as the place to buy furs. 
In connection with the government 
auction last October many thousand 
skins were sold for private dealers. 
The total receipts were $208,000. An­ 
nouncement then was made that $1,- 
000,000 worth of furs from all parts 
of the world would be sold here be­ 
ginning 
January 
12. 
This auction 
also drew dealers representing firms 
all 
over 
the world. 
Announcement 
then was made that a still greater 
auction would take place here begin­ 
ning March 20. 
It is stated that about 
$2,000,000 worth of furs will be of­ 
fered in the March sale.
